Italy Sends Ultimatum To 
Greece; Reparations To 
Be Offered. 


Paris, Aug. 30- -Secret or«l©is h ave 
been Isued concentrating the Italian 
tleet at Taranto for a possible d em ­ 
onstration against Greece, said a d is ­ 
patch from Turin today.
